EDMONTON — The first pro¬ 
vincial deficit in several years in 
Alberta was announced in the leg¬ 
islature last Friday as Hon. C E. 
Gerhart, the new provincial trea¬ 
surer, brought iu his budget call¬ 
ing for total spending of $222,963,- 
072 in the fiscal year beginning Ap 
vil 1st. 

More than $18,000,000 more than 
the estimated spending for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year, the expenditures 
include $34,400,000 for education, 
$!>6,511,875 for highways and $23.- 
111,900 for public health. 

The actual operating deficit ex¬ 
pected is $2,500,000, tout because 
of statutory appropriations of $43. 
000,000 for municipal, ‘rural power, 
government telephones and home¬ 
stead loans, the government says 
ii will have to take $45,500.00 from 
surpluses built up in past years. 

The budget had a strong theme 
of assistance to education as the 
government's 1955 answer' to con- 
iinued pleas '‘of municipalities for 
greater outright assistance. 

Total school giants are up $11,- 
600,000 at $29,360,000 and include 
$38,160,000 to be distributed as op¬ 
eration grants on a special form¬ 
ula; . $4,500,000 for capital constr¬ 
uction grants and $6,600,000 for a 
new school tax reduction subsidy 
gi ant. 

To qualify for the subsidy gram, 
school boards will have to ass the 
municipality or county for less 
money than they did in 1954, and 
will have to Keep down their rale 
lot operational purposes to not 
more than 25 mills. If a board 
has to increase its requisition this 
year, the government is prepared 
to pay up to 30 per cent of any 
increase not exceeding five mills 
on current assessment. 

A new |K>licy, under which the 
provincial treasury will purchase 
school debentures and charge low 
interest rates, is expected to see 
the school boards receive $9,000,00'i 
in loans this year and the govern¬ 
ment hopes, no board will have 
to borrow on the open market. 

While the expenditures for now 
highway construction are slightly 
lower than for the current fiscal 
year, grants for district highways 
and local roads are up $1,300,000 
for a total of $7,925,000. The in¬ 
crease is all in a special contin¬ 
gency fund, presumably to be used 
to aid districts in special need. 

In the field of health, major in¬ 
creases are $1,200,000 for govern¬ 
ment contributions to prepaid med¬ 
ical insurance, $1,436,000 in the 
per-patient-day grant to hospitals 
and increases in the government 
contribution to the provincial- 
municipal hospitalization scheme. 

Revenues are up from $151,973.- 
S65 estimated for the currant year 
to $171.875.115 for 1955-56 and 
more than one-third of it will 
c.itiie from the revenue sources of 
the intnes and minerals depart¬ 
ment. 

Included in the $68,000,000 this 
department expects to receive are 
these amounts: $26,000,000 from 
the sale of oil and gas leases and 
r<-se>rvations on crown lands; $ii- 
500,000 from oil and gas rentals, 
and fees, and $17,500,000 from 
royalties. 

The provincial government also 
expects to receive $33,100,000 
from the rental of certain-tax 
. fields to the federal government. 

' $19,500,000 from fuel oil tax and 
$15,500,000 from liquor. 

As announced earlier by the 
government, homesteaders ai ■ to 
receive assistance in breaking and 
clearing new land. Mr. Get hai l 
said Friday this will be done under 
a homestead lease revolving lean 
tund. which will begin at $1,00001. 
I.oans will be restricted to a fnnx- 
imum of $1,000 each and opfil Na¬ 
tions will be considered by a board 
to be appointed by the cabinet. 

The decrease in the spending of 
the highways department is the 
result of plans to do less new con¬ 
struction on main highways. The 
appropriation for bridge construc¬ 
tion. howpver, is up $500,000 at a 
total of $5,000,000. 

The total planned expenditures 
are $4,500,000 to >Y.W)0.- 
000 less than many were forecast¬ 
ing but it is understood consider¬ 
able last-minute pnrlng took place 


Information has been received 
at the Coumy office regarding the 
route to be followed by the pro¬ 
posed new feeder gas line from 
Fincher Creek to Bassano, where 
it wll connect with the main line. 

Starting at Lathom, south of 
Pincher Creek, the line will run 
close to Fort MacLeod and con¬ 
tinues in a north-easterly direct¬ 
ion, crossing the Aldersyde rail¬ 
way at. a point just squth of Pea¬ 
cock Siding. It continues in a' 
straight line to cross Lake Me- 
Gragor at th* narrows near the 
Lomond bridge and strikes just 
south of Armada on the route to 
Lathom. 

At its nearest point, the 22-inch 
pipeline will be about 20 miles 
from Vulcan and at Peacock Sid¬ 
ing is a few miles farther away. 

Just what hearing the new gas 
pipeline will have in making it 
possible for Carnlangay, Champion 
and Vulcan to get natural gas 
rcmains’to bo seen.

46-tfc Heather, 


Natural gas service for Carmangay, Champion 
and Vulcan is by no means assured simply by the 
fact that the export feeder pipeline from Pincher to 
Bassano will pass within a very few miles of Carman- 

gay- 

Building a branch line to service these three towns 
would be up to the gas company or some other private 
company and comes down to a straight dollars-and- 
cents proposition. Is the population that could be 
served by such a branch line sufficient to make the 
project economically sound? Rates would have to 
be sufficiently low to induce every householder and 
businessman to change over his present heating sys¬ 
tem but, at the same time, high enough to not only 
pay for the service but to justify the substantial capi¬ 
tal expenditure involved in building the branch line. 
The cost of building the line would have to be recover 
ed, over a period of years, from the consumers. 

Further information on this matter is being 
sought and, most certainly, the three towns most 
directly concerned should do all in their power to have 
the situation fully investigated, with a view to obtain¬ 
ing natural gas service for their residents. 

There is one other possibility which, if it material¬ 
izes would assure natural gas service for the Alder- 
syde line towns. That possibility is the constructidn 
of a pipeline from Calgary to tap the 22-inch export 
feeder line from Pincher to Bassano. The natural 
route for such a line, in that it is the shortest and 
at the same time would serve several towns, is from 
Calgary and through Blackie, Brant, Vulcan, Cham¬ 
pion and Carmangay. 

In that such a line would be constructed primarily 
to augment Calgary’s gas supply, the total cost would 
not be chargeable to the users enroute, making a 
considerable difference in the rates that would be 
charged.

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From 1905 — to 1918 Public 
Health was a branch of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. It was 
th-ei) transferred to the Depart¬ 
ment of the Provincial Secret¬ 
ary, and later that same year 
was again transferred to the 
Department of Municipal Af- 
iairs. Finally in 1919 the De¬ 
partment of Health was created 
and given responsibility for ad¬ 
ministering all legislation r e - 
lating to health. 

The Department of Public 
Health now consists of fifteen 
divisions, each responsible for 
its" own special field. The divi¬ 
sions and chief functions of each 
are as follow's;
